TOWN OF SHARON 
FINANCE COMMITTEE INTRODUCTION

We urge all citizens of 
Sharon to educate themselves on the issues and attend the Annual 
Town Meeting.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


FINANCE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATION: 


This Article can only be acted upon if a favorable majority 
vote is cast for this issue at the Town Election to be held on 
May 4, 1993. A favorable Town election result and subsequent 
approval of this Article will authorize the School Building 
Committee to complete plans for the proposed addition to Heights 
Elementary School. If the plans are accepted the Commonwealth is 
expected to reimburse the Town up to 67% of the cost of the 
project. 


The Finance Committee has voted unanimously in favor of the 
proposed addition as presented to us. We believe that this 
addition is necessary to meet the expanding needs of school 
enrollment, has the flexibility to accommodate shifts in student 
population and is fiscally responsible. For these reasons, we 
endorse this issue and urge the citizens of Sharon to support 
this project with a favorable vote. 


The Finance Committee recommends approval. Vote: 7-0-1 
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ARTICLE 2 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town to transfer and convey or lease 
the following parcel of land: 


That parcel of land as shown on "Plan of lands in Sharon, 
Massachusetts showing lands taken for school purposes, August 10, 
1920, E. Northington, Engineer and received by the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds, August 18, 1920 and filed as Plan No. 4655, 
Page 96".

one hundred, four per cent of such spaces but not less than 
three; more than one hundred but not more than two hundred, three 
per cent of such spaces but not less than four; more than two 
hundred but not more than five hundred, two per cent of such 
spaces but not less than six; more than five hundred but not more 
than one thousand, one and one-half per cent but not less than 
ten; more than one thousand but not more than two thousand, one
